T-'HE aggregation of newspapers which represent 
1 
the Stewart party of Nevada is making a sorry 


mess of it in the endeavor to belittle the work of 
Mr. Newlands on behalf of irrigation. These pa- 
pers indulge in the wildest and most senseless in- 
coherencies, inconsistencies and contentions. They 
not only contradict each other, but in their enxiety 
to score a "point" the same paper will actually 
contradict itself. 


The Carson News, ior example, has published 


column after column of comment upon the irriga- 
tion law as passed speaking of it in terms of high 
favor but insisting that Mr. Newlands had little 
or nothing to do with its enactment. According 
to this great exponent of political fairness and 
champion of Nevada's interests, President Roose- 
velt and Senator Hansbrough were entitled to sub- 
stantially all the credit for the measure, the former 
because he suggested some plan of irrigation in his 
message to Congress, the latter~because he report- 
ed the bill to the Senate. However, the people of 
Nevada were deeply indebted to the Republican 
party on irrigation account. 


Aftr trfe News had thus delivered itself on sun- 


dry occasions fhe Tonopah Bonanza took up the 
subject, and in a lengthy editorial argued fiercely 
that, as it stands, the law is of no value save, 
perhaps, as an entering wedge for further legisla- 
tion, and that President Roosevelt' is thoroughly 
disgusted with it. Furthermore, the Bonanza as- 
serted that it woull have been an easy matter to 
secure a large appropriation of money direct from 
the Treasury for the prosecution of this work, as 
only a few old "skinflints" would have opposed it. 
So far as Newlands was concerned, his only agency 
was the incorporation of a provision which \^as a 
glaring defect in the law. 


The flat contradiction between this article and 


the general tenor of the News' discussion of the 
suoject is apparent at a glance. 
Nevertheless, the 


News promptly reproduced the article in its own 
editorial columns, thus virtually adopting both the 
statements of fact and the argument of the Bon- 
anza. The stupidity which promptel this reproduc- 
tion is literally amazing, even when manifested 
by a newspaper that is attempting to make a politi- 
cal campaign along lines drawn by William M. 
Stewart. 


The most casual glance at the Bonanza article 


is sufficient to show that there is neither truth nor 
sense in any of its material statements. The bill 
as it passed the House had the cordial support of 
every member from the arid States. Of these more 
than twenty were Republicans. What motive had 
these men in endorsing a worthless measure if they 
could so easily have secured a thoroughly good 
one ? 
What is to be said of the intellectual calibre 


of all these Republicans if it is true that they al- 
lowed Mr. Newlands to get in a provision which 
rendered the whole law worthless, and what had 
Newlands to gain by such an act? And then what 
kind of man must President Roosevelt be to sign 
a oill which is worthless and with which he is dis- 
gusted? 
If the Chief Executive of the Nation 


should ever by any chance, read this Bonanza ar- 
ticle together with the statement by the News that 
unless Nevada goes Republican he will got allow 
any irrigation work to be done in this State, he will 
certainly feel like raising his hands heavenward and 
exclaiming, "God save me from the fool friends 
who are following the lead of Stewart in Nevada." 


The statement by the Bonanza that only a "few
